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A New Variety 
SAVED HIS MARKET 


New York's Vince Kosuga met the challenge of a 
dwindling market by adopting a variety from the West

INCE KOSUGA has been grow- 

ing celery in Pine Island, N. Y., 
since 1929. Although his operation 
has increased in size each year, he 
thought he would have to give up 
celery growing in 1946. Summer 
Pascal, his leading variety, was no 
longer in demand. 

What was the problem? Summer 
Pascal was the outstanding variety in 
New York. It was superior to Golden 
Plume, a popular variety in the 
1930's. During the war, nobody had 
objected to its qualities—a 
tendency to be brittle and to sprawl. 

But by 1946 this situation had 
changed. Buyers preferred western 
celery because of its firmness and 
shape. A new variety, Utah 10-B, 
was popular in the West, but many 
doubted that it would grow well in 
the East. Kosuga decided to try it. 

The first acre of Utah 10-B was 
planted in 1947 and almost proved 
the skeptics right. The plants were 
uneven in quality, shape, and size. 
But some of the individual plants 
were superior to Summer Pascal. 
Kosuga selected these for seed in- 
crease and shipped them to a seed- 
house. 

After two years Utah 10-B looked 
good, and most of his acreage was 


poor

planted to it. Business started to 
pick up again. Buyers looking for 
the “10-B Type” found it in the 
East. 

There was only one acre of Utah 
10-B grown on Vince Kosuga’s farm 
in 1960. It, like Summer Pascal, had 
its faults—susceptibility to blight, 
Cephalosporium, and magnesium de- 
ficiency. 

Since the introduction of Utah 
10-B in 1947, several varieties have 
been grown, including Utah 15, 
Holmes Crisp, and _ non-bolting 
Green No. 12. 

Kosuga has developed a formula 
on new varieties. He follows this 
program: grows enough of the new 
variety for one shipment; compares

it with the standard; and grows two 
or three trials in one year and con- 
tinues this practice for at least two 
years. Once a variety is dropped 
from the program, it is never grown 
again. 

This year Kosuga’s celery acre- 
age will hit a new high—180 acres. 
Of this 95% will be divided equally 
between Utah 52-70 and Green 
Light. 

Since 1947, that one acre for new 
variety testing, though frequently 
plowed under, stands as a monument 
to successful celery growing because 
Vince Kosuga had the foresight to 
try a new variety.

ling and soups, canning crops are not 
grown in Massachusetts. 

Much of the state is hilly and roll- 
ing with very few level fields and most 
of these are quite small. The best 
farmland lies in the river valleys of 
the Merrimac and Connecticut rivers. 
Here the fields are larger, level, and 
fertile. 

The yearly survey conducted by 
Agricultural Marketing Service and 
Massachusetts Department of Agri- 
culture shows that in 1960 the acreage 
devoted to vegetable production in 
the state totaled 27,000 acres. Mid- 
dlesex County, near Boston, is the 
most important producing area with 


7000 acres, followed by Bristol, Es- 
sex, and Hampshire counties. 

Most Bay state vegetable growers 
cultivate their relatively small areas 
intensively. They grow high value 
per acre crops and apply large quan- 
tities of fertilizer to get top yields. 

Because of the closeness to the citv 
in many instances, much of this land 
has high tax valuation, and 
management, efficient production, and 
proper diversification are essential for 
success. As evidence of wide diversifi- 
cation, the Spence brothers of Wo- 
burn, who once farmed for the whole- 
sale market, are now growing a vari- 
ety of vegetable and flower plants

which they sell at their roadside stand. 
In the fall they handle Christmas 
trees and greens. 

Massachusetts has a large green- 
house industry which is devoted most- 
ly to tomatoes, with small amounts 
of cucumbers and lettuce. These crops 
are sold throughout New England 
The Massachusetts Greenhouse To 
mato Growers Council advertises and 
promotes “‘the tomato with the stem 
on top” on radio and through other 
advertising media. Principal tomato 
varieties grown are Waltham Mildew 
Resistant Hybrid Improved, Walt- 
ham Hybrid, and Waltham Forcing. 

In days gone by, Boston's famous 
Faneuil Hall Market was the outlet 
for most of the vegetables. While 
commission agents there still handk 
about 35° of the produce grown 
locally, about 20% now goes direct to 
retail outlets and an additional 20% 
is sold at roadside markets. The re- 
mainder is sold through various other 
market outlets. 

The typical roadside stand in 
Massachusetts is more complex than 
elsewhere. It is larger, has ample 
parking space, often has a refriger- 
ated storage room, and features a 
wide selection of vegetables starting 
with asparagus season until after 
Thanksgiving. 

The roadside market is usually 
located on the farm, and not neces- 
sarily on a well-traveled main road 
since it does not cater to transients 
but rather to local people who shop 
regularly for quality produce. Usu 
ally prices at the roadside market are 
higher than at chain stores, and the

VGAA SPEAKS UP 


HE following is the testimony of the Vege- 

table Growers Association of America be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Agriculture 
on S-1643 (popularly known as the Omnibus 
Farm Bill). The statement was presented by 
Walter F. McCaleb, Jr. As we go to press, 
action on this bill is still pending. 

Our association holds to its basic prin- 
ciple of many years standing that we need 
more freedom in agriculture and less gov- 
ernmental encroachment on the free enter- 
prise decisions of farmers. We, therefore, 
oppose S-1643 as a major effort to further 
curtail the operation of the free enterprise 
system in agriculture. 

Specifically, we strongly object to this 
proposed legislation because, through it, the 
Congress would cede to an executive de- 
partment its proper legislative function and 
retain only a limited veto power. We are 
not willing to concede at all that any execu- 
tive department can legislate as well as the 
Congress. 

In our opinion, the Congress is much 
closer to the actual facts in a legislative 
situation than any executive department, has 
much better lines of communication with the 
people affected, and represents a diversity 
of attitude and geographical representation 
which, by its very nature, is denied to an 
executive department. 

We do not believe that the Congress 
should count on the commodity advisory 
committees for much of a contribution to 
the program contemplated under this bill. 


The Secretary of Agriculture would control 
such a committee through his appointive 
power and that committee will become 
merely convenient window-dressing to dis- 
guise the real decisions which will be made 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

To preserve any independence in these 
committees, it is essential that the members 
be elected by the producers and that the 
tenure of the members of the committees 
be independent of appointment by an execu- 
tive department. 

S-1643, by opening the door for national 
marketing orders, would make it possible for 
the Secretary of Agriculture, through grade 
restrictions, for example, to set up standards 
which some areas, due to climatic features 
or varieties grown, could not possibly meet. 
A dominant area in the production of a 
particular commodity might so be able to 
control a national marketing order as to 
kill healthy competition from competing 
areas. 

It is our opinion that S-1643 introduces a 
destructive principle into the legislative proc- 
ess which our American system of govern- 
ment cannot tolerate. No executive depart- 
ment should initiate law. No legislation, 
either by the Congress or by an executive 
department, should become law without the 
right of those affected to a prior hearing. 
S-1643 abridges or abolishes these funda- 
mentals of our constitutional heritage in 
exchange for the questionable benefits of 
executive paternalism.”

quality and freshness of the produce 
are better. 

Many growers have found roadside 
selling to be a practical and profitable 
answer to the problem of fewer and 
fewer large-scale buyers and the in- 
tense out-of-state competition on the 
wholesale market. 

The key to successful management 
of a roadside market in Massachusetts 
is to offer the customer 15 to 20 kinds 
of vegetables. This makes it necessary 
to grow small fields of various kinds 
of vegetables, many of which are re- 
planted four or five times during the 
year. 

Most of the vegetable farms in 
Massachusetts are equipped for irri- 
gation. In the early days irrigation 
was of the Skinner type, but gradu- 
ally this has changed to where almost 
all of it is now the rotary type with 
portable pipe. The sources of water 
are many and varied, including city 
water, lakes and streams, and ponds 
and water holes. 

An important cost factor on Massa- 
chusetts vegetable farms is labor. The 
present high cost of labor is forcing 
growers to enlarge their farms to 
justify the greater investment in ma- 
chinery that will reduce their need for 
hand labor. Where hand labor is used 
it is performed by seasonal workers 
brought in from Puerto Rico. 

Small farms up to 20 acres in size 


are in most instances sufficiently 
mechanized so that most of the work 
is done by the owner and his family. 

The Bay state vegetable grower 
has had the help and assistance of 
research and extension men from the 
University of Massachusetts. The 
Waltham Field Station was estab- 
lished near Boston at the request of 
vegetable growers in order that re- 
search work could be done close to 
the large production areas. 

From this station have come vari- 
eties of vegetables particularly adapted 
to the area and market. These include 
the Waltham Field Station strain of 
Hutchinson carrot, Trellis 22 tomato, 
Waltham 29 broccoli, Waltham Hi- 
color carrot, and Waltham Washing- 
ton asparagus; and for the green- 
house, Waltham Forcing and Waltham 
Hybrid tomatoes. 

The university at Amherst has de- 
veloped early varieties of sweet corn 
including Golden Jewel, Golden 
Beauty, and Barbecue. 

The Boston Market Gardeners As- 
sociation, the oldest vegetable grow- 
ers association in America, has its 
headquarters at the Waltham Field 
Station. It has helped guide the re- 
search and has assisted the industry 
in many ways. 

This organization is made up of 
progressive vegetable growers who

The sandy soils of Massachusetts 
are ideal for the production of car- 
rots. In the past few years growers 
have changed from bunching their 
carrots to bagging them in poly- 
ethylene bags. Waltham Hicolor is a 
long, slim, dark orange carrot that 
produces a high yield of No. 1 car- 
rots. Imperator and Gold Pak also are 
grown. Harvesting and marketing of 
carrots extends from late July into 
December. 

The growing of asparagus has 
shifted in the past 30 vears from the 
original area near Concord to the 
Cape Cod area until it is now firmly 
settled in the Connecticut Valley in 
and around the town of Hadley. It is 
not a very profitable crop but about 
1600 acres are grown in this area, and 
most of it is sold through commission 
houses in the Faneuil Hall Market. 


Pickling cucumbers have become a 
more important crop in recent years, 
and there are indications that this 
trend will continue. With varieties 
resistant to both scab and mosaic, the 
Connecticut Valley's fertile fields can 
produce almost unbelievable yields. 
The average yield in this area last 
season was over 500 bushels per acre 
and several growers had vields in ex- 
cess of 1000 bushels per acre. 

The state of Massachusetts pro 
duces most every kind of vegetable 
to some extent. Lettuce, celery, cab- 
bage, spinach, and pro- 
duced in addition to those crops al- 
ready mentioned, and 
specialty crops such as escarole, chick 
ory, Romaine, and scallions are al- 
ways to be found in Bay state mar- 
kets.
